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SUPPLEMENTAL EXAMINER'S ANSWER 



Responsive to the remand of 1 1/20/06 under 37 CFR 41 .50(a)(1 ) for further consideration of a 
rejection, a supplemental Examiner's Answer which does not set forth a new rejection is set forth below: 
the Board requests consideration of the following - 

"Was the prosecution history as a whole examined in determining whether reissue recapture 
applies?" 

"In particular, do the '580 Patent claims that ultimately issued include the allegedly surrendered 
subject matter, and if not, how does this impact the alleged surrender? 

ARGUMENTS 

The prosecution history as a whole has been considered in the instant reissue application 
08/862,039, filed 5/22/1997, including the prosecution histories of (1) parent application 07/978,272, filed 
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11/18/1992, issued as Patent number 5,418,537 on 5/23/1995, and (2) related, continuation-in-part 
application 08/396,977, filed 3/1/1995, issued as Patent number 5,777,580 on 7/7/1998. The claims 
allowed in the related C-l-P patent are directed to an invention having a different scope than the parent 
patent. Each of the allowed claims of the C-l-P were amended to specify an IS responder that is part of 
an LAN station in a WAN/LAN communications network, and further specify that the LAN station 
comprises a LAN packet or cellular radio that communicates using a frequency range with an(d) is part of, 
a WAN network that serves a geographic region in which the vehicle is likely to be located (page 13 of 
response 12/22/97). Additionally, the applicants argued (page 15 of the same response) that none of the 
prior art references suggested the following features of the claims: 

- at least one of the IS receiver and the IS responder is part of an LAN station 

- in a WAN/LAN communication network 

- and the LAN station comprises an LAN packet or cellular radio 

- that communicates using an FCC-unlicensed frequency range 

- with, and is part of, a WAN network 

- that serves a geographic region in which the vehicle is likely to be located. 

In response to an Examiner's amendment the language "an FCC un-licensed frequency range" 
was amended to read "a frequency range". Thus, the claims of the C-l-P were allowed for reasons 
separate from the reasons for which the parent application were allowed. 

In view of the difference in scope of the claims of the parent and C-l-P applications, the Patent 
claims of 5,777,580 do not impact the surrendered subject matter of the parent application with respect to 
the improper recapture of broadened claimed subject matter of the claims in the reissue application. 

Appellant may file another reply brief in compliance with 37 CFR 41 .41 within two months of the 
date of mailing of this supplemental examiner's answer. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) are 
not applicable to this two month time period.
